Election/Restrictions

of transmission of application data providing a plurality of application data tables 
containing information about applications contained within a bouquet of services, 
with a specific TIP extension value assigned to each application data table 
associated with a bouquet of services. . 

Group II, claim(s) 5, 8, 18, 21, 31, 34, 43, 46, drawn to a method of 
transmission of application data providing an application data table which 
includes information regarding which applications maybe accessed via each 
service. 

Group III, claim(s) 6, 19, 32, 44, drawn to a method of transmission of 
application data providing an application data table which includes a memory 
relating to the size of the memory required to execute an application. 
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Group IV, claim(s) 7, 20, 33, 45, drawn to a method of transmission of 
application data providing an application data table which includes a flag value 
concerning the action to be taken with an application upon a change of service. 

Group V, claim(s) 9, 22, 35, 47, drawn to a method of transmission of 
application data providing an application data table, which includes a priority 
value indicating the relative priority of an application. 
The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I relates to 
transmission of application data table for applications within a bouquet of services 
for informing the viewer of available services before the extraction of PMT, groups II 
and V relates to transmission of application data table over multiple bouquet of 
services and access privileges of the applications exclusive to a particular service, 
group III and IV relate to the extraction of the service from the PMT for execution at 
the receiver.
